People are Peaceful and Can- 
not Resist British. 


United States Should Watch 
Rear Door to China. 


— —— 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED M.] 


PARIS, Jan. 30—{By Atlantic Ca- 
die.] Oscar T. Crosby, the American 
explorer, has returned to Paris from 
a trip to Central Asia, where he ex- 
plored parts of Turkestan and Thibet 
never before visited by a white man. 

On his way to Thibet, Crosby skirt- 
ed Afghanistan, visiting Chinese Tur- 
kestan and later traversed Kashmir 
and the Karakorum route, probably 
one of the most difficult used by human 
beings, to India. investigation de- 
veloped t Chiba was threatened 
from 
door—and. that an advance by Russia 
and Great Britain in this direction mav 
become as important in its possibil- 
ties to the United States as a move 
of the European powers from the sen. 
Crosby said: 

“I left the United States last May, 
stopping at St. Petersburg to obtain 

rmission to pass through 

urkestan. The Russian authorities 
were courteous and gave me a igttor 
of introduction to Gen. Petrovsky, Rus- 
sian Consul at Kashmir, in Chinese 
Turkestan. I took the Trans-Caspian 
road to Andijan, its terminus, meet- 
ing on the way there Capt. Aginour 
of the French army, who joined me in 
my journey. From Andijan, we went 
by caravan to Kashhgar, Chinese Tur- 
kestan. | 

IN HIGH ALTITUDES. 

“At this point the caravan was re- 
organized and started for Thibet, pass- 
ing through Yarka and aAotan and 
eventually arriving at Polu, at the 
base of the Kuenlun Mountains. Here 
we began to ascend the Thibetan pla- 
teau elevations, which range from 15. 
000 to 18,000 feet high. We traveled 
at this height for eight weeks, sut- 
fering from the rarified air and cold. 

“As we could only carry supplies for 
twenty days, we endeavored to make 
LRudek, in Thibet, whence we intendea 
to strike toward Lhasta. Unfortu- 
nately, I lost my chronometer and 
nautical almanac and was unable to 
‘take observations. We consequently 
took a more southerly course than de- 
sired. It was impossible to correct 
the mistake, because the country was 
trackless and uninhabited for hundreds 
of miles. We could find no openings 
in the mountain to Rudek, but we 
crossed an unexplored region known 
as the White Desert. Our horses died 
rapidly and we had but a few days 
supplies left when two of our most 
trusted men were sent on the last 
animais able to travel in search of aid. 
They rode 100 miles before they found 
anyone. At the end of eleven days 
our two men returned with provisions. 
The nomads, who are like our Indians, 
refused to go into Thibet, so there 

nothing to do except jaccompany 
them to an uninhabited known 
as Little Thibet, which ems part 
of British Kashmir. * 
CANNOT KEEP OUT BRITISH. 

“My purpose in visiting Central Asia 
was to study the past, present and ra- 
cial questions connected with that re- 
gion. I did not believe it possible to 
reach Lhassa except by force or in dis- 
}guise and therefore proposed merely 
to go as far as I could. 

“The British expedition under Col. 
Younghusband will be able to enter 
Lhassa. The Tibetans cannot resist. 
Those I saw were mild and peaceful 
people, governed by priests who, so far 
as we know, do not inculcate them 
with the military spirit, which is con- 
trary to the precepts of Buddhism and 
Lamaism. The result of the expedition 
w'll be some form of British control. 
Russia is doing nothing to prevent its 
success, and I do not think anything 
can be done. I do not believe Russia 
seriously contemplates acquiring that 
country; for if a natural frontier ever 
existed to their empire it ce ly 
lies north of the vast deserts and tre- 
mendous mountains which must be 
crossed before inhabited Thibet can be 
reached. Russia can stand British con- 
trol of Thibet, because she will take 
Chinese-Turkestan as a set-off. 

RUSSIA'S SCHEMES. 

“The inhabited part of this territory 
is rich and populous. Three oases con- 
tain 1,500,000 persons, who live by ir- 
rigation. The Russians can and will 
control the commercial situation of all 
this region because of its proximity to 
their railroad. 

“Chinese Turkestan is still Chinese to 
the outward appearance, having offi- 
clals appointed from Peking, etc., but 
the Russian Consul-General at Kash- 
gar, who is guarded by political Cos- 
sacks, is the real power to the natives 
and Chinese there. Even if they 
wished to do so, which I doubt, they 
would be powerless to resist the Rus- 
slans. Consul-General Petrovsky, 
while courteous to us, seemed to dis- 
courage the appearance of any other 
than Russians and Chinese in Turkes- 
tan, taking the ground that the ques- 
tion of Chinese no 
great importance to the at large, 
and that it concerns merely Russia 


nd India. 
N “The importance of the question lies 


rito of Thibet, which is under Chi- 
— suzerainty, will be dismembering 
China. The object of the British is to 
make it impossible for the Russians 
to establish themselves in Thibet; and 
to do this effectively they will have to 
institute some kind of control.

SCHOOLS IN ANTELOPE VALLEY 


Both Sides to Have a Hearing. 


Notwithstanding the drouth in the 
Antelope Valley, the school attendance 
has been better during the past month 
or two than fora long time. But there 
are one or two exceptions to this rule, 
and in Harold and Palmdale school dis- 
tricts the attendance not only is not 
very good, but has been the cause of 
much bitter feeling. | 

Palmdale district owns one of the best 
one-room schoolhouses in the country. 
It is well equipped with furniture, and 
the grounds are well kept. There is 
only,one thing lacking—chiidren. There 
are six children attending school, and 
three of these are the offspring of the 
school teacher. Such teachers are in- 
valuable in a sparse neighborhood, be- 
cuuse While it is said there are only 
nine centzus children in the Palmdale 
district, it requires ten to entitle the 
district to draw down its proportion of 
census money. 

The Palmdale district is thus barely 
kept alive, and te prevent any obituary 
ceremony the people made overtures to 
the residents in the Harold school dis- 
trict. They offered to trade two sec- 
tions of land with their neighbors, and 
while valuations wouid be preserved 
by such exchange, Palmdale would get 
the benefit of two children. Children 
have a very ectual and monev value in 
these parts of the Antelope Valley. 

But the people in the Harold district, 
after thinking over the proposition. 
have refused to swap sections. This 
for the reason, it is alleged, that they 
are very much afraid of being caught 
in the seme seholastic trap as their

The First Motor Cars. 

From 1860 onward the problem of 
the autocar was pursued continuously 
in one part of the world or another, 
a new enthusiast ever taking up the 
task ere a wearied inventor had re- 
liquighed it. Herr Daimier's motor, in 
the form in which it appeared in 1889, 
may be regarded as the herald of the 
modern revivai. It became known as 
the V-engine from the fact that it had 
two cylinders set like the limbs of that 
letter. The pair of pistons were cou- 
pled to a single cranx, working in a 
closed chamber, which in the engine of 
1885 was used to supply a part of the 
charge to the cylinders through valves 
in the pistons, while the means of 
governing were also improved. The 
motor-car movement proper, however, 
only dates from 1894, when automo- 
biles began to be produced such as 
at least compelled serious considera- 
tion, whatever their defects. The 
astonishingly rapid strides which 
have been made in the Industry from 
that year to the present time are fam- 
iar to all.—[{London Post.

This palace is one of the most mag- 
nificent in the possession of the ruler 
of all the Russias, and the imperial 
family inhabit it constantly during 
the summer, when the surrounding 
district becomes the center of Russian 
social life, all the great folk of St. 
Petersburg taking apartments in the 
near-by village. There are, in fact, 
two palaces, and they stand in a mag- 
nificent park. The newer of the two 
royal residences is known as the Alex- 
ander Palace, but it is the ancient 
pile, Tzarskole-Selo, which is of espe- 
cial interest, both on account of its 
historical associations and its splen- 
dor. 

The palace was built during the 
reign of Catherine I and Elizabeth, 
but it was beautified chiefly by Cath- 
erine II. By her orders, every statue 
and pedestal, every capital of a col- 
umn, as well as all the vases, carv- 
ings and other ornaments of the build- 
ing’s front were covered with gold 
leaf at a cost of more than three mil-
